On Pat McOann’s „ Condition Depends 
John Dunlap's Pensien. 


Is Patrick McCann living or dead? 

This question was raised Tuésday morning 
by Christian Schmidt, 2216 North Twentieth 
street, who visited the office of the Mor- 
tuary Clerk to ascertain whether a burial 
certificate had been issued for McCann.
